A good shipper and cus- 
tomer is always a good standing ad- 
vertisement and wiil bring. grist’ to 
the mill. It is therefore, essential thit 
art all times an effort should be made 
to secure permanent patronage. It Is 
a mighty poor policy that the first 
consigninent or sale should be the 
most prolitable one, but base all your 
dealings with due regard to the fu- 
ture.—Produce Trade Reporter. 


Honesty the Best Policy. 


Much has been written upon the sub 
ject of adulterations, and many inves- 
tigations have been made with the re- 
suit of demonstration that nearly 
every article we eat or drink is adul- 
terated in inany cases with ingred- 
jents very prejudicial to hunan health. 
Somebody has written a book to in- 
form people how to detect adultera- 
tions in our daily food and drink,” 
and although the book says that it 
gives instruction for the employment 
of “simple means” of detection, the 
means suggested, are in most cases 
highly impracticable, and in some in- 
stances dangerous, Thus the person 
who sets about the discovery of some 
supposed evil may, by error or arci- 
dent —the upsetting of a bottle of sul- 
phurie acid or a receiver of gas—do 
more injury in an hour than can be 
rectified in a life time. 

The buteher cannot adulterate the 
becf and mutton, but he can send home 
short weight, and the baker besides 
putting alum in the bread to make it 
White and retain water, can send 
home deficient weight: the same with 
the grocer and coal dealer: the dry 
goods man cain slip his scissors on the 
wrong side of the finger and make a 
yard contain thirty-three inches. The 
writer does not mean to say that they 
do this, nor does he mean to say they 
don’t. The argument is that people 
ought to possess the means of ascer- 
taining who among storekeepers are 
honest and who are not: then the just 
would meet with justice and the un- 
just would suffer for their own sins. 

But much of the responsibiiity rests 
with the consumer. Many persons, 
Whose time is of no value, will walk 
several blocks to save a cent, and the 
public must learn the fact that there 
is a difference between cheapness and 


lowness of price; and article can be 
low in price, yet by no manner of 
means cheap. The cities and manu- 


facturing centres are overrun with all 
kinds of goods made up to attract the 
eye, and purchaseable wholesale at 
ruinously low figures, and the temp- 
tation to deal in inferior articles is al- 
Most overpowering. 

The storekeeper, however, who sets 
out on the conscientious principle of 
keeping no article whatever but those 
of good quality, is certain, by hold- 
ing on in his course, of at length es- 
taublishing an extensive business and 
most likely an ample fortune. In 
this, as in everything else, “honesty 
is the best policy.” 

The writer's advice to young men 
entering into business is to try and 
gain a name for keeping good goods, 
carefully selected from reliable job- 


bers. Perhaps he may see his com- 
petitor following a different plan 
With seme apparent success, but his 


system has a bad foundation, and in 
the end such dealers are generally left 
behind. The most satisfactory prin-

A Desperate Break for Freedom, 


The most daring and — stecessinl 
break on record in the United States 
eecurred reeentiy at the Jefferson 
state prison, Indiana. Four convicts, 
tobert Adams, Nathan Bell, Frank 
MeCarthy and Williacn Nelson, alias 
Rogers, comprise the quartette. The 
prisoners were confined in a cel house 
on the ground tier, their cells adjoin- 


ing. They effected their escape by 
drilling a two foot hole through a 
five inch flagging in the groun!. This 
accomplished they  tunnelled under 


the flagging a distance of twenty-tive 
feet to the north wall of the range, 
and at this point the task of tunnell- 
ing through a three foot wall made 
of Bedford lime was the work of only 
a few hours. Fron this point the pri- 
soners went to the improvised wall 
made of upright boards, oa the east 
side of the prison, which they scaled. 
The prisoners are still free agents and 
are not likely to be captured ensily. 


A Remarkable Laos suit. 
Edie Hickman, of Boomville, Mo., 
an aged negress, is the plaintiff in 


perhaps the most remarkable case 
ever tried in the courts of the United 
States. She is an old exy-sinve, and 


brought suit against her master, Jo- 
seph Hickman, of this county, for 35 
a month wages as a family domestic 
for twenty-four years, during which 
time she claims to have been kept in 
ignorance of her enancipation. The 
suit wets instituted here ia ISS9 > for 
S1400 and resulted in a judgment 
in her favor for S700, The defendant 
fippealed to the Kansas City court of 
appeals, which remanded the case to 
the circuit court of this county, which 


now renders a decision for the de- 
fendant. A motion fora new trial has 
been filed and public sentiment is 


strongly in favor of the old negress, 
who has toiled for her master for a 
quarter of a century without remun- 
eration.

Treatment of Potatoes to Prevent Potato 


scab. 


A recent number of the Rural New 
Yorker contains an article by H. lL. 
Bolley, illustrated by photographs, 
showing the advantage of soaking 
the seed tubers in corrosive sublimate 
solution. The author says it has 
been demonstrated that the blackened, 
pock-narked condition of potatoes, 
commioniy spoken off as potato seab, 
is due to the direet action of a para- 
sitic cause which not only orizinates 
disease on the tubers, but also affects 
the roots and bases of the vines. The 
disease is propagated in the new crop 
froin that on the seed tubers, aud the 
author claims that if the tubers are 
treated with the substance mentioned, 
the plants will be free from the 
disease. 

Photographs are given of potatoes 
grown without having the seed tubers 
treated and those that were treated. 
The treated seed yielded potatoes that 
were Clean and free from disense. The 
treatment is easy of application aud 
the yield is increased. The seed tubers 
were soaked for one and one-half 
hours in uw one one-thousandth soiu 
tion of corrosive subiimate. The au- 
thor claims that the ordinary inethod 
of spraying the vines is simply a 
waste of energy, as the inception of 
the disease is irom below. 


A New Povention. 

The manufacture has been com- 
menced, at Barrow, of steel barreis for 
the carriage of petroleum in the place 
of wooden cusks. The barreis are 
made in halves by means of dies and 
compression while the thin plates of 
steel are hot. These halves are 
i together by means of electri 
city, and the barreis, when produced, 
»to be used in the petroieum trade 
in hot climates. The new process is 
one possessing great interest, not only 
to those engaged in steel manufacture, 
but to those engaged in the shipping 
trade, and particularly the buik pe- 
tro‘eum trade.

SUMMER PRUNING. 


SATISFACTORY RESULTS ALMOST 
SURE IN ALL CASES. 


Hints and Notes in All Departments For 
Good Farmers — Maintaining the Fertility 


of Pastures—An Interesting Dairy Exe 


periment—Concerning Silos—Among the 
Poultry. 


With all varicties of trees more or 
less pruning is necessary in order to se- 
cure a proper growth and shape. Just 
how much pruning shall be given can 
be determined only by the growth and 
thrift of the tree and the shape or form 
desired by the owner. There are so 
many varying conditions under which 
the work must be done that no set rules 
can be laid down. The judgment of the 
owner must largely determine how and 
when to prune. Pruning when the tree 
js dormant helps the growth. Pruning 
during growth tends to check it, and 
with thrifty, growing trees this is often 
desirable in order to make an even de- 
velopment of roots and top. Trees should 
always be pruned when they are trans- 
planted, cutting back the tops in pro- 
portion to the roots. 

Then, from this on, annual pruning 
can nearly always be given. One decid- 
ed advantage to annual pruning is that 
the necessity for the removal of large 
limbs is avoided and a better shaped 
tree can be secured. As the tree grows 
it can be shaped as desired, with very 


: little work and much more satisfactor- 


ily than if the tree is allowed to grow 
its own way for several years and then 
an attempt made to prune it into proper 
shape. 

Annual summer pruning has the ad- 


' vantage of discarding the use of the 


knife or saw, for nearly or quite all the 
pruning necessary can be given with 
the thuinb and finger, rubbing or pinch- 
ing off the undesirable growth. The 
work can be done easily and rapidly and 
the nutriment that would otherwise be 
wasted in growing and  maturin 
branches that will need to be remov 
later will be diverted into other chan- 
nels. It is a good plan to go over the 
trees two or three times during the 
summer and give such pruning as may 
seem necessary in this way. 

With small fruits this plan of pruning 
is especially good. With raspberries, 


pinching off the ends of the growing

Firing Rest. 

Nimrod, whose celebrated letters were 
published between the years 1822 and 
1828, and which have been preserved in 
book form, was no advocate of firing. 
He had wonderful luck with the legs of 
his hunters, and chief among the reasons 
advanced were ‘‘the frequent use I 
make of alternatives, keeping away gen- 
eral as well as local inflammation (the 
principal causes of almost all disease); 
also never hurrying my horses in their 
work when first getting them into con- 
dition ; the late Sam Chipney was of the 
opinion that there was as much art in 
training horses’ legs to stand work as in 
traininy their bodies to run; the frequent 
use of bandages and a loose place after 
work, and lastly the absolute rest I 
give them in the early part of the sum- 
mer, which enables the limbs to regain 
their almost primitive tone and vigor.” 
Cornelius Tongue, who edited these let- 
ters in 1855, added a foot note: ‘* Osmer, 
a farrier of great celebrity in the early 
a of the last century, whose authority 
1as never been doubted by any one, has 
this forcible passage on effect of rest: 
‘With respect to rest the farrier has a 
great advantage by blistering and firing, 
because the leg is so inflamed thereby that 
it is impossible to ride the horse for a 
considerable time after the operation, so 
that if it happens to get sound it is gen- 
erally thought to be the effect of blister- 
ing and firing, which ought, in reality, 
to be imputed tothe rest he has had. 
One of the causes why blistering is not 
so successful as it may be is that horses 
have not sufficient absolute rest to allow 
the effects of the blister tosubside. The 
vessels of the limb ought to be allowed 
to recover their proper tone before the 
animal is put to work of any kind.” 
Mr. Robert Bonner and Mr. C. J. Ham- 
lin, who have had great experience 
with the feet and legs of horses, are 
opposed asa rule to tiring. They be- 
lieve that rest with blistering and feet 
leveling will do far more toward re- 
moving lameness than the most skilful 


use of the hot iron. It isa pity to see 
so many horses blemished by firing. 
Nimrod was a keen observer and he 


gave some good advice in his day and 
generation Although it

with profit —Turf, Field and Farm.

An Interesting Dairy Experiment. 
The Vermont Experiment Station has

freshly-drawn milk with water at 135 
degrees and then deep setting it at _ 58. 
The result in creaming Was much bet- 
ter than deep setting without the dilu- 
tion with warm water and equal to deep 
setting at 45 deurees. The averages 
from several settings were 0.37 percent. 
of fat left in the milk set at 45 de- 
grees as ordinarily done, 0.4 per cent. 
in undiluted milk set at 5S degrees. and 
0.35 per cent. of fat left in milk diluted

with one-third its bulk of water at 135 
degrees. But there is the drawback of 
the expense of furnishing the warm wa- 
ter and also that of having the milk 
diluted for feeding purposes. So much 
for John Gould's method, which may be 
voted a practical success, hot water be- 
ing no more expensive than ice. Now we 
hope the station will try A. L. Crosby's 
cold-water method. If it proves equal- 
ly efficacious, it will save the expense of 
both ice and warm water, and we shall 
get back practically to the old-fashioned 
way of creaming milk, plus a little cold 
water.—Builalo Express. 


Maintaining the Fertility of Pastures. 


Dr. J. B. Lawes, Rothamsted, Eng., 
presents a detailed account of his ex- 


periments on Permanent Pastures, in | 
the first volumn of the ‘‘ Journal of the | 


American Agricultural Association,” 


from which we gather the following: | 
The complicated nature of pastures, | 
made up, as they generally are, of a | 
number of kinds of grasses, and _so- 


called grasses (clover, etc.), and the diffi- 
culties in the way of arriving at a per- 


fect knowledge of them is shown by the | 


following illustration: ‘‘A great many 
years ago, a very remarkable improve- 
ment of some pasture land, in one of our 
northern countries, was obtained by the 
application of a large dressing of bones. 
The land had always been employed in 


the production of cheese, for which this | 


county was celebrated. This success 
induced others to use bones, and people 
whose land had been impoverished by 
the continual sale of hay, could not un- 
derstand why the bones, in their case, 
produced no effect, not distinguishing 
the difference in the character of the 
soil, its exhaustion due to the sale of 
cheese, as compared with that caused 
by the constant removal of hay.” 


At the close of the detailed statement | 


of the Lawes 
Says: 
make it somewhat doubtful whether hay 
can be grown profitably by means of 
artificial manures applied to permanent 
pastures. With us hay is generally 
grown near large towns, and the same 
conveyance which takes it to market 
brings back the manure at little or no 
cost. Compared with the selling price, 
hay removes more of the soil constitu- 
ents from the land than most of our 
‘other saleable products. One hundred 
| pounds of hay will remove nearly as 
| much nitrogen, and mach more mineral 
| matter than 100 pounds of wheat. These 
| considerations must all be studied when 
| the question comes as to the profitable 
| application of expensive manures. While, 
| therefore, the evid@nce is somewhat 
against the use of artificial manures 
when hay is grown for sale, it by no 
means forbids their employment when 
grass land is used for the production of 
meat, milk, butter, or cheese.” . .. 
«Tf land has been impoverished by the 
sale of hay, and hay is to be sold, dung 
is the cheapest manure to apply; but if 
land so impoverished is intended for the 
future to produce milk, meat, or other 
animal products, potash is sure to be 
wanting, and the best material to apply 
will be either 200 Ibs. of sulphate or 
muriate of potash, or three times that 
quantity of kanit salts, and, in addition 
to whichever of these substances is se- 
lected, 200 Ibs. of superphosphate of 
lime, and from 60 to 80 Ibs. of nitrate 
of soda. If, however, the land has been 


impoverished merely by feeding stock, 
then the exhaustion will be more likely

due to the absence of nitrogen and 
phosphate, and fertility must be re- 
stored by an application of these sub- 
stances.” : 

“Quality of pasture is dependent upon 
the food in the soil; in land under grass 
there is a constant struggle going on 
between the various plants which con- 
stitute what we call a pasture.” . . 
“Having once started a permanent pas- 
ture by means of a judicious mixture of 
artificial manures, the question arises 
whether it is more economical to keep 
up the fertility by a fresh application of 
artificial manures, or by the manure ob- 
tained by feeding such stock upon the 
land with food grown in other localities? 
It is not easy to decide this point. Iam, 
myself, inclined to think that the latter 
process 1s the most economical, and in 
the conversion of arable into pasture 
land—upon which operation I have been 
engaged for the last ten years—I have 
trusted to the fertilizing properties of 
the manure from cotton-cake to enable 
me to accumulate the stock of fertility 
which, being exhausted by ages of 
arable culture, had to be replaced be- 
fore the land could again become a pas- 
ture.”

lineage did not hesitate to put a finger 
into the social om ry. It was a time 
when Mme. de Maintenon, to satisfy a 
caprice of her royal lover, invented 
‘cotelettes en papillotes,’ and when the 
Princess de Conti imagined the ‘carre 
de mouton,’ which has remained her 
greatest title to glory. In her retreat at 
Les Rocheres Mine. de Sevigne’s aristo- 
cratic fingers grilled waffles of exquisite 
taste and of which she was almost as 
proud as of her letters, which, however, 
were evidently written to regale the 
court and the city. 

(Queens themselves have passed an 
apprenticeship in the kitchen. More- 
over, did not Francois L, of gallant 
memory, set the fashion by furnishing 
the recipe for savory fritters which, 
naturally, everybody found perfect? The 
haughty .Marie Antoinette interested 
herself in the details of the} cuisine, and 
if she did not, like the Duchess of Bur- 
gunudy, make her own butter, she at 
least supervised its preparation. It is 
known that when at the Little Trianon 
she made brioches which rivaled the 
famous ones of Nanterre. 

“In reality, however, these occu 
tions were agreeable pastimes rather 
than royal duties. Such was the work 
of Louis XVI. whén making locks, or of 
Louis XV. as he passed from the culti- 
vation of strawberries or lettuce to 
needlework or embroidery.
